The President, Lara Baker, AL2R called the Board Meeting to order at 7:02 pm. A quorum was estab- 
lished. Additions or corrections to the meeting agenda were requested, none were made. 


Guest Sid Atwood, N7XNM, spoke on behalf of the ham station at the Anchorage Senior Center. At- 
wood is the station’s lead volunteer. He thanked Keith Clark, KL7MM, for his assistance in resurrecting 
the station. 


Secretary Report: Mark Sabel, WD6BMJ, was not able to attend the J une Board Meeting. He 
thanked Alice Baker, KL2GD for taking notes and to Paul Spatzek, KL7PS, for the audio recording of 
the meeting. These enabled Sabel to write J une’s Board meeting minutes. 


Treasurer Report: Alice Baker, KL2GD, said she had been out-of-town for over a week and so did 
not have a Treasurer report for the meeting. Alice Baker plans on going to the post office box and col- 
lect the mail tomorrow. 


Finance Committee Report: Keith Clark, KL7MM, stated the 2013 finance reports looked accurate 
and are being forwarded to the club’s CPA. 


Clark pointed out the Board made a procedural error by approving Jim Wiley’s, KL7CC, Volunteer Ex- 
aminer conference expenditure of up to $2,700. The limit without a vote by the General Membership 
is $2,500. In response Paul Spatzek, KL7PS, moved that the Board approve up to $2,500. Kent Petty, 
KL5T, seconded the motion. Motion passed unanimously. 


Station guest operator, Richard Ferry, has donated $100 to club. 


Grant Committee Report: Lara Baker, AL2R, thanked the nine board members who responded tel- 
ephonically and electronically for voting to grant AARC member Jon Kimball, KL2A, a $500 sponsor- 
ship. Kimball will use the funds for expenses to compete in the World Radiosport Team Championship 
to be held in Wesborough, Massachusetts. 


Gaming Committee Report: Lara Baker, AL2R, has been out-of-town and so has not checked the 
post office box in about two weeks. Thus, no Gaming report could be made. 
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Projects Committee Report: T} Sheffield, KL7TS, and Treasurer Alice Baker, KL2GD, an- 
nounced that the check covering the final payment for the new club trailer has been issued. 

Sheffield excitedly showed several photographs of the completed trailer that is now ready for 
shipment to Alaska. 


Sheffield presented a new project that has been proposed by the Committee: headphones for 
use with emergency communications gear. The Committee recommended the Heil Traveler 
model. Ron Keech, KL7YK, suggested the Committee consider the Heil Pro Set which has better 
sound isolation. The Projects Committee will investigate possibly buying the Pro Set model. 
Keech, moved that Board set aside up to $1,400 for the purchase of headphones. The motion 
was seconded by David Heimke, AL7LO. The $1,400 was approved unanimously. 


The Committee detailed another new proposed project: the purchase of a SCS P4dragon modem. 
This Pactor-4 capable modem would be installed in the motor home. Sheffield expects the cost 
to total approx. $2,200 but asked the Board to approve up to $2,500 to cover contingencies. Da- 
vid Heimke, AL7LO moved a motion to expend up to $2,500. It was seconded by Ron Keech, 
KL7YK, and approved by the Board unanimously. 


David Heimke, AL7LO, expressed gratitude to Doug Dickinson, KL7IKX. Dickinson is retiring from 
the BLM. Dickinson and Heimke have cleaned out the BLM radio room of surplused but quality 
radio related supplies. Dickinson, acting for the BLM, has donated the supplies to AARC. Heimke 
and Lara Baker will draft a thank you letter. 


VE Program: Because Jim Wiley, KL7CC, is attending the VE Conference out-of-state, there 
was no VE report this month. 


Trustee Report: Keith Clark, KL7MM, said AARC’s Field Day efforts based at the club station 
were a success. Several visitors stopped by; of particular note was Paul Honeman. Homeman is 
both a police officer and a member of the Anchorage Assembly. Honeman made several voice 
contacts. 


Membership: Fred Erikson, KL7FE, was absent. 


By-Laws: Lara Baker, AL2R, stated that everyone who attended the General Meeting in J une 
received a physical copy of the proposed new By-Laws. Plus, everyone on the membership email 
list received a copy electronically. The membership was asked to review the proposed By-Laws. 
In accordance with the existing By-Laws, there will be a vote on the acceptance of the new By- 
Laws at the August General Meeting. If the new By-Laws do win approval, at least 3 board posi- 
tions will be up for election for the term starting in 2015. 


ARES Report: Kent Petty, KL5T, thanked the Working Wednesday group for inventorying the 
radio supplies donated by the BLM. 


Petty and TJ Sheffield, KL7TS, reviewed the ham related antenna installation work underway by 
the Muni and AARC at the Senior Center.

“Alaska ARES and the Alaska Native Medical Center have in joint effort stood up a 
HF Remote Messaging System (HF RMS) in Anchorage. This system provides HF Radio 
Email Service to the area. In an emergency this system will provide digital email capabili- 
ties if we lose the Internet. It is designed to accept connections from Amateur Operators 
who are using either PacLink or Airmail software and a Pactor 1-3 capable Terminal Mode 
Controller (TNC). If the Internet is lost to the area the RMS will forward messages to an- 
other RMS over HF Radio. Being HF Radio based, the coverage area is quite large. While 
it is intended for intra-Alaska use we have stations from as far away as Arizona using the 
HF RMS to pass email traffic to the internet on occasions. 


ARES and the AARC also host two VHF RMSs which provide Radio to Email service on VHF 
Radio in the Anchorage area. One of those RMSs is linked to the Internet via the AARC’s 
Hughesnet Satellite Internet Service.
